Tents, blankets, medical sup- 
plies, and food were rushed 
from nearby towns nnd from 
Shiraz by road and air, Further 
supplies were going from the 
cupital, the announcement said, 

Nine injured 

Doctors, and rescue teams 
from nearby army units, went 
to the stricken area to help re- 
cover the dead and treat the 
injured. 

Severe earth tremors also 
shook the township of Lar it- 
self, tnjurying nine people 
and destroying mud _ huts 
which + survived 23 violent 
earthquake in April last year. 
The tremors were felt in on 

190-mile radius of the township. 

Army units and Red Lion and 
Sun Society (Red Cross) workers 
huve been told to be ready to 
rush first aid and supplics to 
villages if fresh shocks occur.

A new political party has been formed in Singapore 
on similar lines to the ruling Alliance Party in 
the Federation in the hope that it will form 
a stronger opposition to the ruling leftwing 
People’s Action Party here. 


The new party, also called 
the Alliance, is mode up of the 
Singapore People's Alliance, 
Singapore United Malays Na- 
flonal Organisation and the 
Sing pore branch of the Mala- 
yun Chinese Associaton. 

The SPA lead by Tun Lim 
Yew-hock, former Chief Min{- 
ster who was ousted from 
power {In the 1959 general elcc- 
tlons, has four members in the 
Legislntive Assembly, while 
UMNO has three in the 52-man 
nssembly. The MCA in Sin- 
gapore at the moment Is prat- 
tically a non-existent political 
force. 


CENTRE-OF-ROAD 
This new centre-of-the-road 
party, which |s likely to adopt 
the constllution of the Alliance 
in the Federation with minor 
amendments to sult local needs, 
will take its first step towards 
netive opposition to the PAP by- 
ficlding « candidate in -the 
Anson by-election, which was 
caused by the death of a PAP 
assemblyman, I 
The other political partles ; 
opposing the PAP, the 
Liberal-Soclallst Party, the 
Singapore Congress and the 
Workers’ Party--none of 
avhom has a member in the 
Legislative Assembly — sald 
that the new coallilon party 
was only a “pre-election” 
stunt, The PAP has remained 
rifent. 


The most significant 
about the whole business is that 
the Federation. Prime Minlistcr, 
Tengu Abdul Rahman, who Is 
leader of the Federation Alli- 
ance Porty, hnd a hand In the 
formation of the new party in 
Singapore. 

He said that he had been con- 
sulted before the decision was 
made to form the new party, 
and he agreed with the coalition 
proposals, 

MERGER TALKS 

But behind this statement Is 
the fact that the rightwing 
Federation Government is more 
likely to look with favour to- 
wards merger talks with Singa- 
pore with an Alllance Govern- 
ment in vower than It is with 
the leftwing PAP. So far the 
Federation has not responded to 
any talks of a merger from 
Singapore. $ 

But for the immedinte future 
the testing time for the new 
Alliance ond the PAP is the 
Anson by-election. 

This by-election holds the 
key as to whether there will 
be a new era in Singapore or 
not. If the PAP lose the seat 
after having just lost the 
Hong Lim seat, where the 
PAP were defeated badly, it 
fa likely that the party will 
call for new gencral elections. 
Although the PAP would still 

have a commanding majority in 
the Legislative Assembly. if It 
lost this seat, the party hier- 
archy have expressed publicly | 
that they fclt they would need a 
fresh mandate from the people 
to continue governing the island 
if this happened.

Victor E. Ambrose, Chief 
Steward of the American 
Mail Liner President 
McKinley, while his ship 
was in Manila a short time 
ago, reports the Manile 


‘ Bulletin. 


“Birds' Nest Soup”, tra- 
ditionally famous for its 
nutritive value, both in the 
Orient and in our own coun- 
try, is not actually made of 
birds' nest, Ambrose de- 
clared; “The word ‘nest’ is 
a misnomer; it probably was 
originally used in 2 figura- 
tive sense and was the re- 
sult of distortion when the 
actual atatus of this delicacy 
was very vague in the early 
stages of its introduction to 
China”. 

“Bird's Nest” is a gelatin- 
ons substance found in and 
around the nests of swallows 
on the rocky regions of Indo- 
China and the South Sea 
Islands. The substance is 
derived from fish and cer- 
tain sea foods which the 
birds carry to their nests as 
provision for future use in 
the period of feather shed- 
ding. 

Some chemical change 
evidently takes place while 
being carried by the birds 
and during storage in their 
environment. When prepared 
for soup it is used in small 
bits or in filaments and is 
transparent and colourless.
